THE CONDITION OF ANNAM AND 
TONKIN. 


The following notes taken from Le 8ai- 
gonnais appear_to give.a, pretty tru idea of 
tho prosent state of affairs in. Annam and! 

Thoy show that the condition of 
the former country isnot altogether. to ‘sa- 
tinfactory as might at first seem from: the 
accounts published jn the official organ of 
the Protectorate, L’Avonirv du Tonkin. The 
attiole.runs thus—-'. We have recived from 
asure and reliable source interdsting in- 
formation os to the. itate of our affairs ih 
‘Annam and Tonkin, Acts of piracy conti- 
nue.to be committed daily in Tonkin. But 
those depredations, which, it may he said, 
are in fo wise caused by, our military. ope- 
rations, will indoubtedly como. to an end 
as soon ag ‘Bay-say' is put'in. s. state of
